IMMEDIATELY. 
Mong than eighteen hundred years ago, a strany 
was introduced to our Lord's special attention, as bei 
worthy to receive the distinguished favor which he s 
to crave from his hands. The ground of the comme 
dation was based upon the signal zervice which be h 
rendered to the Jewish Church, in providing the mea 
for an additional place of public worship for the 
ple. He had shown his love to God and to his 
people, by building for them a meeting-house. 
act was one of the best evidences of both piety 
true patriotism, and was 80 acknowledged by those 
whom this religious gift had been 80 gracefully

gogue,” is the brief record which has given immorty 
honor to this Roman Centurion. 

All over the West, and all through the South, one of 
the most constant cries that comes to our rooms is for 
houses of worship, or for loans to aid in the building of 
them. Within the last three months, more than one 
hundred ecarnest appeals of this kind have come to us, 
while double this number would have been preaecd 
upon us, if it had not been known that it would be use- 
less to apply to an empty treasury. 

This great want can. hardly be understood by our 
friends in the East with their abundant resources. In 
the Weet, and especially in those sections where we 
render aid in building, the people have only just com- 
menced trade in the larger towns and villages, and in 
the more rural districts settled upon farms, with a very 
limited capital. It is simply an imposibility for them 
at ones to command the means of conducting their 
basiness, or stocking their farms, and at the zame time 
to contribute, to any extent, of money for a place of pub- 
lie worship. And yet it is of the first importance for 
the future, whether considered financially or spiritually, 
that the means of grace and the proper obgervance of 
the Sabbath, through public worship, be early com- 
menced and maintained in these places. The people 
crystallize around the first meeting-bouse of a new town. 
no matter who builds it. Many of them have come 
from the East with cultivated minds and eethetic 
tastes, and pant after the privileges of public worship 
in a suitable sanctuary. Prospectively they are rich, 
or at least  gurrounded with all needful comforts. At 
present, they have few of these. They are too indepen- 
dent and high spirited to beg this money, even though 
it be for the Lofd's house ; and if they were not, it would 
coat more than it would come to, generally, to xend off an 
agent to collect it. They cannot pay the ruinous inter- 
est of twenty-five to forty per cent., and yet cannot bor- 
row money for lezs than these exorbitant rates. I! 
they could obtain a few hundred dollars at a rate of in- 
terest not above ten per cent. even, they would com- 
mence at once to build, and return both interest and 
principal in one, two, or three years. But without this, 
it is impossible for themselves and their families to en- 
joy the privileges of a house of worship of even the 
plainest . And thus, in the affecting words of 
one of our in an appeal to us for a loan of 
five hundred dollars, © without this aid, this winter will 
find us out of doors, and the Srevour, I may oay, will be 
** without a place to lay hin head.” 

It is just here that the Church Edifice Fund of the 
American Baptist Home Mizsion Society comes in to 
supplement the great work of Home Missions.
